Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-23 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The prior art does not teach the use of a pin extending from said first 
element and carrying said second element. The prior art also does not disclose 
component of said fluid, and wherein the configuration of the interior surface of said end 
portion of said barrel conforms to the configuration of an upper surface of said upper 
element, whereby a component of said fluid above said upper element may be 
expressed, and said upper element has a fluid channel to pass fluid from beneath said 
upper element whereby a component of said fluid between said upper and lower 
elements may be subsequently expressed with said upper component in contact with 
said end portion.
